Washington Earns Place In History 


U.S. Representative Harold Washington was elected 
Mayor of Chicago Tuesday, in what observers called the 
mostracistand divisive election ever in the city noted forits 
machine politics. 

Washington defeated millionaire Bernard Epton, a 
former state representative, by a three nercent marginin an 
election that saw a record 88 percent turnout of the Chi- 
cago electorate. 

Washington, whose race and personal habits were the 
only issues discussed in the campaign, received 20 percent 
of the white vote, primarily from liberal wards along the 
Chicago lakefront as he became the first black elected 
mayor of Chicago. The race had national implications for 
both the Democratic and Republican parties. 

It pointed out to blacks that the GOP will accept racism in 
a campaign if the stakes are high enough and it demon- 
strated that large numbers of lifelong Democrats suddenly 
became Republicans as an alternative to voting fora black. 
person. ; " 

Epton, described as a Jewish liberal, did not impose his 
brand of liberalism on his supporters who pounded 
Washington with racial invectives and derogatory 
literature. 

While Epton must bear much ofthe biame for the contest 
becoming a race-baiting battle of bigotry, the true mantle 
of racial bigotry and irresponsibility must be placed 
squarely in the hands of defeated Mayor Jane Byrne, who 
reneged on a pledge to support Washington. She attemp- 
ted a short-lived write-in drive to save Chicago for white 
people. 

Byrne's was the first public expression of the famed 
Mickey Mouse syndrome in which Democrats show a wil- 
lingness to vote for a white Mickey Mouse Republican 
before they would support a black Democrat. 

Racial politics as practiced by some in Chicago is dan- 
gerous to America and are a threat to our society. 

Our hats are off to that 20 percent of white Chicago 
voters who believed Washington is the superior candidate 
and a worthy recipient of their vote. 

We pray/that Mayor-elect Washington will be able to 
govern effectively with the consent of all. He has traveled a 
dangerous road and survived the snakepit of white racism. 

Washingtcn deserves his place in history. He dared to 
try--and he won.

When police have eliminated blacks, Spanish speaking 
persons, and Asiatics, they will be able to devote more time 
to subduing others like Jews, Arabs, Slavs, etc. ; 

The United States does not need to be the sponsor of the 
new Nazi-type tyranny.

The late great baritone cleared his throat and said, “I 
expected that question to be raised at this press confer- 
ence, but you are the last person | thought it would come 
from.” 

“But to answer your question,” Robeson fumed, “it's 
none of your GD business.” 

Benjamin Heard, treasurer of the Columbus NAACP, was 
quoted in the metropolitan daily concerning the selection 
of Joseph as Columbus Police Chief over black Deputy 
Chief James G. Jackson: 

“The white people we are dealing with today are a lot 
different than the white people we dealt with years ago. 
Racism today is more subtle, not blaiant.” 

As Robeson said, we expected to hear such asinine 
remarks from a narrow-minded bigot, but not from an offi- 
cial of an organization dedicated to fighting racism and 
"racial discrimination in everyform.

We believe thatthe administration, staff, and students of Whet- 
stone High School should be commended for. rising above “One 
Opinion.”

The Ohio Constitution man- 
dates thatthe legisiature estab- 
lish “a thorough and efficient 
system of education.” A pill 
now before the Ohio Senate 
poses a threat to our ability to 
achieve this in light of the 
experience of other states that 
have enacted similar legisia- 
tion. Moreover, it is being pro- 
cessed through the Senate 
with frightening speed to be 
voted on this week -- one 
month from its introduction. 

The bill (SB: 133) expressly 
authorizes strikes, repeals the 
Ferguson Act, compels bind- 
ing arbitration by safety forces, 
establishes new and entirely 
different collective bargaining 
rights for all public employees, 
and creates a State Employ- 
ment Relations-Board. Gover- 
nor Celeste has indicated he 
will sign the bill. 

My interest in this matter 
centers on the effect it can 
have on education. Alarmingly, 
‘the experience of nearby states 
which have enacted similar 
laws clearly indicates that the 
impact will be unfavorable. 

In Pennsylvania, such a law 
was enacted 12 years-ago. 
Since then, strikes have 
occurred in 290 of the State’s 
501 school districts. Sixty per- 
cent of all schoolchildren 
there who started kindergarten 
in 1970 were affected by at 
least one strike. 


The experience of Michigan 
provides a disturbing - before 
and after compatison. Before 
similar legislation was 
enacted, there was an average 
of less than one strike per year. 
The year after passage of the 
legislation, the number jumped 
to 42 strikes. 

New York, Indiana, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin and California 
can be added to the list of 
states where labor relations 
worsened after enacting such 
legislation. Every year from 
1958 to 1977, the number of 


strikes nation-wide by em- 
ployees covered by such legis- 
lation has been greater than 
the number of strikes of 
employees not covered. In 
short, we are creating a remedy 
thatis potentially more harmful 
than the disease. 

But is there a disease? On 
the educational front, the sta- 
tistics in Ohio clearly indicate 
there is not. In fact, the trend is 


good. In the past three years, 
Ohio experienced an average 
of only three teacher. strikes.a 
year, compared with as many’ 
as 25 in the mid-70s. But if our 
experience paratiels that of 
other states which have passed 
such laws, enactment of the 
proposed Ohio bill will dramat- 
ically increase the. number of 
strikes here. 

Proponents of the bill who 
claim thatthe “ineffectiveness” 
of the Ferguson Act justifies 
enacting new legislation are 
overlooking the facts and fail- 
ing to heed the statisticat 
danger signals coming from 
our neighbors to the east and 
north. At a time when the State 
and particularly education are 
in financial straights, backers 
of the bill have downplayed the 
estimated $3,5 million annual 
cost for the State.to administer 
it. 

This estimate is astonish- 
ingly Jow when compared with 
the $35 million which Pennsyl- 
vania reportedly charges its 
taxpayers to administer com- 
parable legislation for schools 


‘ only. Furthermore, the esti- 


mates does not include the 
added-ocal cost for each of the 
State’s 615 school districts. 
How can we avoid the pitfalls 
into which other states have 
fallen? The answer is to slow 
down and take stock. Specifi-

cally, there are four provisions 
of the bill that deserve more 
thorough study: 

1) The protracted negotia- 
ton perlod--The bill mandates 
a complex procedure that 
would begin 90 days before 
contract expiration, regardiess 
of what agreements exist 
between the parties negotiat- 
ing. The procedure would 
include appointment of a 


mediator, establishment of a 
fact-finding panel, publication 
of the. panel's findings, and 
then, if the parties agree, bind- 
ing arbitration. Unfortunately, 
the history of-tabor-relations 
shows that such a procedure is 
likely to precipitate rather than 
prevent strikes, because it 
eliminates the sense of 


* urgency that causes parties to 


concentrate on the need for an 
argument. m 
-2) The precedence of con- 
tract over state law--An Ohio 
Supreme Court decision eight 
years ago ruled that when a 
bargaining agreement is 
inconsistent with state law, the 
law should prevail. This bill, 
however, would have the bar- 
gaining agreement take prece- 
dence. There are serious 
financial consequences of 
such a provision because it. 
would override statutes that 
now prohibit'a school board 
from paying out (under a con- 
tract settlement) money that it 
does not have. A board would 
therefore have to borrow 
money from the State Loan 
Fund. The State Loan. Fund 
could not refuse because S.B. 
133 expressly declares the col- 
lective bargaining agreement 
prevails. 
3) The bargaining of man- 
agement rights--Under the 
proposed law, the rights of a 


school board to determine 
such things as class size, 
school calendar, assignment 
of teachers and hours would be 
subject to collective bargain- 
ing. The danger of this provi- 
sion lies in giving the rights to 
establish policy to those who 
are free of any responsibility 
for raising the funds that are 
necessary to implement new 
policies or policy changes. ; 
4) Binding arbitration--To 
resolve an impasse and avoid a 
strike, the bill would permit 
binding arbitration in-which-a 
third party would resolve a dis- 
pute. A demonstrable problem 
with binding arbitration, how- 
ever, is that it surrenders local 
control to a third party who 
may-propose.a solution that a 
school board cannot afford. 

These and other provisions 
of the bill deserve further 
study. More time is needed to 
consider alternatives and 
refinements to this legislation. 

Ohioans deserve better. We 
won't get it, however, if we 
allow this bill to be rushed 
through the legislative pro- 
cess. Ohio taxpayers want 
their children in school, not at 
home waiting for a strike to be 
settled. Employees who have 
had their hopes raised that this 
‘legislation is a cure-all should 
ask their labor leaders how this 
bill will help to raise the dotiars 
missing from the state educa- 
tion budget. They should also 
ask for evidence that refutes 
the grim strike statistics from 
neighboring states. 

Effective education depends 
heavily on the process of 
enlightenedinquiry and 
debate. So, too, does the out- 
come of this bill. We should not 
allow this process to be short 
circuited.
